Reecforred by reserves, 
the village of Ehakhe. reoccupylng the 
the Japanese dislodged us again from 
the Tillage of Shakhe. Then the ad- 
vanced reserves acd troops defecdicg 


the position resumed the offensive, and 
after a stubborn fight we succeeded in re- 
occupying Shakhe. repulsing the Japan- 
ese acd driving them back two kilo- 
meters from that place. 


"On our right wing tte position was 


for some tine very alarming.

Cink. Tte chief of a detachment ad- 
vanced the trcops stt apart for a last 
rally, they hiving attacked the Jap- 
anese from the flank In their turn.

Troops Tired Oat. 


"Tbe troops have been Cchling for 


four days, and many regiments have cot 
slept for three nights. Nevertheless I 
have full hope In their capacity to con- 
tinue the struggle. The Japanese losses 
must be very considerable. 


"Tte eight of October 14 passed quiet- 


ly. Before cine o'clock this morning a 
rather mirked movement of tte enemy 
wis noticed Ic the direction cf our posi- 
tions on the great mandarin road.

In sound it somewhat 
resembles tho general Cow of the conti- 
nental European language, for the 
rowels all have the French quality, 
and the accents are not dissimilar.

"' ART OF TAXIDERMY. 


Bird* I* Comallrafrd. 


The process of stuffing anil mount- 


Ing birds and animal?, called taxi- 
dermy, is a more complicated one than 
the average layman supposes. Some 
seen to Lave the Impression that It Is 
simply ceces*ary to remove the "la- 
sUes"' of the corpse and then £11 up 
tte hole with some soft material that 
will fill out the skin. TLe result from 
such a performance would be Interest- 
ing, but It would bear mighty little re- 
semblance to the original animaL 


The processes used la stuffing aad 


mounting a bird acd a mammal differ 
somewhat, and each taxUcrmlst has 
Lis Individual method cf working. 
Borne taxidermists prefer to work oa 
mammals, others prefer birds.

there is even difference fa birds, some 
taxidermists Lavlns particular skill la 
raousting the small birdt. while others 
prefer the large, heavy i pet-linens. 


The first tbicg to do with a bird to 
te mounted Is, of course, to remove 
the skin, or, rather, on* might say, to 
remove the meat or CVfh from Inside 
the skin, as It h tte skin that Is the 
f.art to be naveiL This las to be done 
very thoroughly, as every particle cf 
flesh must be taken oat l*fore any- 
thing farther Is done. Tl e leaving of 
any Ccsh In the finished specimen 
would ruin tbe entire woik. TL* re 
raovjl of the Cesh from tLe tody 
proper b a comparatively itapie mat- 
ter, tte more difficult work lacing when 
one comes to the legs, cei-fc jcd wings. 
CsuaHy almost all of this Is done froa 
the one cut la the skin at tbe cader 
side of the bird, taming the'skin Lack 
like a stocking over the legs and the 
neck so as to reach the flesh of these 
parts. TLe wings are alwajs rather 
bothersome, and It I* cecersary to 
make another small rut cadrr them 
on the outs lie.

Once the fiesh Is all removed—In the 


case of some birds where there is much 
fat, such as duck*. It t» ceceswry to 
I* carrfc! and get off from tie skin 
every vestige of the grease-then the 
ckla Is prepared by rubbing lat> It a 
mixture cf dry alum and arsenic. The 
alum U to Lelp dry ont the skin, wUe 
tLe arvccle poisons It and so kee^s It 
free from all rrrmla which

The largest swannery was maintained 
by lard Ilchester In IXirswt, where 
from seven to twHve hundred birds 
were kept.
